CHARTER. 


In the ( issue of the G A Z E T T E on 
Saturday'last, attention was called to 
the 
Freeholders' 
Convention, and 
what was expected from their deliber­ 
ations. 
On that evening the Board 
held a meeting and partial 
reports 
were submitted by the various com­ 
mittees. 
The recommendation made 


by the committee to whom the por­ 
tion of the charter relating to public 
schools wa» given in charge, thought 
that the maximum tax for 
N the levy 


for 
school purposes should be 30 
cents, which is an increase of 5 cents 
over the present form of government. 
This committee, who advised with 
the members of the Board ot Educa­ 
tion considered that Berkeley was 
more of an educational town than 
any other on the Coast, and came to 
the conclusion that more money was 
needed than can at present be ob­ 
tained for the purpose of carrying on 
the schools in a proper 
manner. 
There will probably be no objection 
on the part of the people to this. 


The 
Committee on the Judiciary 
portion of the charter reported in 
lavor of two Justices of the Peace, 
being ihe same as now, and recom­ 
mended that the incumbents retain 
office until 1896, in order to avoid 


all questions as to their rights to hold 
office until that time. 
Power will be 
given to the Board of Trustees to 
make the office a salaried one instead 


of fees whenever they may deem a 
change necessary. 


It is said that the Committee to 
whom was referred the matter 
per­ 
taining to officers, will probably rec­ 
ommend that there be seven Trustees 
and seven School Directors, and a 
division of the town into seven wards 
to boundaries to be fixed for a stated 
time, say five years, and then the 
Board of Trustees to have power to

stances may require.
